“Members of the graduating class, 
I wish you all the success in your 
future work for your country, your 
fellow man, the world, and God.” 
These were the concluding words of 
@ most inspiring address delivered by 
Capt. Lang at the Baccalaureate ser. 
vice held in Convocation Hall of tha 
University of Alberta last night. The 
ceremony was attended by a larze 
number of friends of the graduating 
class of ‘19 and citizens, 

“The stream of youth must be re- 
newed,” declared Capt. Lang, who 
waa the main speaker of the evening. 
“The life of the nations depends upor 
the stream of youth. It fs Leauived 
to keep up the traditions of the na- 
tion’ In 1914 this strearn was divert= 
ed. It was removed to the field, the

“Man is not the greatest thing oh 
earth,” stated the captain, “In. the 
past man has almost worshipped 
man...

“Those who trust in the power of 
the all conquered man are leaning 
upon a broken reed,” he emphatically 
declared, Commenting upon the idea 
of one big union the speaker stated 
that system: had never saved the 
world, “The sight of the tangled 
heap lying in the muddy trench is an 
example of this.” Over there men 
shared everything. 

“What is it that is eternal?” ex- 
claimed the captain.

Federal Government Ratifies the 
Summary Enactment of 
' ‘War Times 


PROVINCIAL STATUS SAME 


‘Bone Dry’’ Provision Only for 
Those Provinces Not Permit- 
ting Manufacture 


OTTAWA, May 11.—The decision of 
the government in respect to the ex- 
tension of the war time prohibition or- 
der in council, as set forth in a resolu- 
tion of which notice has been given by 
Sir Thomas White, acting Prime Min- 
ister, as anticipated, modified the ex- 
isting federal order in council in such 
manner as to give recognition to pro- 
vinctal temperance enactments 

The resolution provides that in case 
the sale of intoxicating liquor for bev- 
erage purposes is permitted in any 
province, its manufacture is permitted 
in such province. 

The sale of native wines will con- 
tinue to be allowed in Ontario under 
the order in council, as it is proposed 
to be amended ‘wherein a province 
wishes to remain dry, its, wish will be 
implemented by the federal legisla- 
tion. 

Confirms Order 1918 

The resolution providés for the rati- 
fication and confirmation by parlia- 
lament of the order in council of Feb- 
Truary 24, 1918, prohibiting the im- 
portation, manufacture and transpor- 
tation of intoxicating liquors. The 
resolution proposed certain modifica- 
tions to the order in council which has 
been in force practicaly for the past 
year, the modifications being intended 
apparently to fall in line with provin- 
cial referenda recently or about to be 
taken, such as those in Quebec, On- 
tario and New Brunswick. 

It is provided, for instance, that no 
person shall manufacture fntoxicatirg 
liquor or cause to be made or manu- 
factured in the Dominion of Canada 
after April, 1918, provided that in case 

| the sale of intoxicating liquor of any 
class for beverage purposes is perniit- 
ted in any province this regulation 
shall not apply to the manufacture of 
such intoxicating lMquor in such prov- 


ince, 
Provincial Law Standa 

In connection with the transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors it {s pro- 
vided that this regulation shall not ap- 
ply to the sending, taking, transportat- 
Ang or delivering of native wines in the 
province of Ontario, or to sending, 
etc., of any intoxicating liquor 
in any province where such’ intoxicnt- 
tab uor may be lawfuly sold. The 
‘minister’ 6f customs and inland -roye- 
hues shall have power to make re Me 
lation for the enforcement of the order 
in council, It is provided in the reso- 
lutfon that prohibited area means any 
Province, tenritory, municipality, dise 
trict, county or other area wherein the 
sale of intoxicating liquor is, under or 
by any law, federal or provincial “pro- 
hibited, and shall include any such 
area wherein sale of native or other 
intoxicating liquors of limited alco- 
holic strength is Permitted,

TRAFFIC FIGURES

Some of the best proofs of improv- 
ing conditions in the city of Edmonton 
is being furnished by the city utilities, 
Recently the city electric light de- 
partment was quoted as showing what 
a big increase has been noticed in the 
number of customers, 

Now when the street railway comes 
along with a statement which, in its 
way, is as promising as the utilities 
the deduction that conditions are on 
the upgrade may well be accepted as 
|a definite fact. 

The street railway figures are right 
up to the minute and the superinten- 
dent remarks that they show not only 
an increase in revenue, especially 
Since the new fares came into force, 
but also that the population in the 
city is increasing and using the street 
cars, 

Big Passenger Increase. 

For the first seven days of May 
this year the number of passengers 
carried on the street cars totalled 
218,655. For the corresponding per- 
fod of last year the total was 174,780. 

As to the revenue, this shows a big 
difference—$12,417.42 for the seven 
days of May this year against $8,961,- 
21. 

But the above figures do not tell 
the whole story. Up to date from the 
beginning of the year the total in- 
crease {n passengers over last year 
for the corresponding period amounts 
to 160,184. 

Increase in revenue for the same 
period over last year comes to $31,- 
141,24. Both sets of figures may be 
considered as satisfactory.

The resolution provides for the rati- 
fication and confirmation by parlia- 
lament of the order in council of Feb- 
ruary 24, 1918, prohibiting the im- 
portation, manufacture and transpor- 
tation of intoxicating liquors. The 
resolution proposed certain modifica- 
tions to the order in council which has 
been in force practicaly for the past 
year, the modifications being intended 
apparently to fall in line with provin- 
cial referenda recently or about to be 
taken, such as those in Quebec, On- 
tario and New Brunswick. 

It 1s provided, for instance, that no 
Person shall manufacture fntoxicatirg 
liquor or cause to be made or manu- 
factured in the Dominion of Canada 
after April, 1918, provided that in case

In connection with the transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors it {s pro- 
vided that this regulation shall not ap-

No Persons Injured But Camp 
Damage Said to Be Con- 
siderable 


LONDON, May 11—The reports of 
disturbances on Friday night last in 
the Canadian camp at Seaford turned 
out to be not so serious as those at 
Kinmel camp and so far as is known 
no grave injury or loss of life occur- 
red, but there has been considerable 
damage, 

The affair arose over minor cam 
grievances, chiefly in connection with 
the prohibition of week-end travel by 
a rule enforced 18 months ago in 
response to the government's urgent 
request to restrict railway traffic. 
There was apparently irritation also 
over other regulations which culmina- 
ted in regrettable disorder the princi- 
pa! phase of which was an attack on 
the canteens and seizure of beer.

GROWING PLUMS IN EDMONTON 

As an example of what can be 
done in Edmonton in the way of 
fruit growing, there were many 
last year who, through The Bul- 
letin, were interested in follow- 
ing the fortunes of Commission- 
er Ormsby’s plum tree, from the 
time when it blossomed to the 
night when the maurading boys 
stole all the ripening fruit. 

This year again the tree is 
showing signs of Ife and of hay- 
ing survived the winter... Com- 
missioner Ormsby says that it 
seems to be a late variety, and, 
therefore, to have more chance 
in this locality to escape frost 
when beginning to bud. 

Strong guard is to be main- 
tained over the tree this year, 
both against frost and youths 
with a taste for fruit. 

It is hoped this year to secure 
some fruit so that the variety 
may be ascertained, 


COAST TOURS MORE POPULAR 

Tourist travel to the west ts 
now far more popular than to 
the east, according to Passenger 
Agent Philp of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway, who gives as a 
reason that Edmontonians and 
Albertans are new beginning to 
realize that they have beautiful 
scenery and excellent climatic 
conditions almost at their door, 
Another reason 1s that with the 
people bevoming more stable in 
their settlement, the idea of 
making frequent trips east to 
visit relatives is gradually being 
broken off, 

The western trip, too, is by far 
cheaper than a visit to Toronto, 
for while the expense entailed in 
a@ return visit to Toronto is about 
$115, a round trip from Edmon- 
ton to Vancouver may be covered 
for $60. People generally do not 
know that the comparison also 
shows a big difference in mile- 
age, Vancouver being 800 miles 
away from this city, as compared 
with 1,256 miles to Toronto. 

Mr. Philp reports the western 
route to Prince Rupert as being 
very popular, passengers being 
able by this route to gain, the 
benefit of a 500 mile bout exfcur- 
sion down the coast.

LONDON POLICE 
TROUBLE WORRY 


to Paris to Interview Lloyd 
George 


London, May 9—C. A. P.)—The 
home secretary, while admitting that 
the police had a legitimate grievance, 
was very emphatic in assuring the 
house of commons yesterday that no 
official recognition would be extended 
to the London Trades union, Little 
doubt is, however, felt that the cab- 
inet is considerably uneasy about the 
unrest {n the London force. 

It is stated that Sir Neville Mac- 
Ready, chief police commissioner, has 
gone to Paris to set Premier Lioyd 
George, a remarkable proceeding in 
view of the fact that the home secre- 
tary is responsible to parliament for 
police matters, 

Several thousand London olice 
held a demonstration in Trafalgar 
square on Sunday last. The proceed- 

ings which were qu'te orderly, wer? 
watched by the home secretary and 
the police commissioner. The police 
talk of barbarous punishment given 
to certain members, but the police 
chief declares some men have been 
dismissed for leaving patrols at night 
and others for defying all authority.

Even now the pay is not 
great, but if there is another sudden 
general revolt, it is extremely doubt- 
ful if the public will extend their 
sympathy as before. The organizers 
of the union will certainly keep the 
question of recognition alive. This, 
of course, affects every police force in 
the country, so the unrest among the 
police throughout England is likely 
to remain general,

Germany’s Reply Will Be For 
“Peace of Right on Lasting Basis’ 


President Ebert Issues Proclamation Saying That Treaty Is Contra- 
diction of Promises Given Them—Urges People to - 
Stand Together in Support of Government 
‘‘in Their Trying Hour,’’ 


Berlin, May 9—Germany’'s reply to 
the terms of peaca presented at Ver- 
sailles on Wednesday will be a pro- 
posal “for a peace of right on the 
basis of a lasting peace of the na- 
tions,” according to a proclamation to 
the German people issued here today 
by President Ebert, 

The text of the proclamation fol- 
lows:— 

“The first reply of the allies to the 
sincere desire for peace on the part 
of our starving people was the laying 
down of the uncommonly hard armis- 
of the German nation, The govern: 
having laid down its arms honestly 
observed all the obligations of the 
armistice, hard as they were, Not- 
withstanding this, our opponents for 


six months have continued the war by | 


maintaining the blockade, The Ger- 
man people bore ail these burdens, 
trusting in the promise given by the 
allies in their note of November 6th, 
that the peace would be a peace of 
right on the basis of President Wil- 
son's 14 points. 

Says Fresh Hatred Wonald Arise, 

“Instead of that, the allies have 
now given us peace terms which are 
in contradiction to the promise given, 
It is unbearable for the German peo- 
ple and is impracticable, even if we 
put forth all our powers. Violence 
without measure would be done to the 
German people. From such an tm- 
osed peace fresh hatred would be 
ound to arise between the nations,

the yisiting representatives of Irish 
societies of America, 

The troops remained In the Mansion 
house nearly two hours, by which 
time the lord mayor's guests for the 
reception were arriving. These guests 
included the United States representa 
tives of the Irish societies, and were 
held up outside the cordon of troops 
with machine guns which had been 


ithrown about the building. Mventu- 


ally the troops were withdrawn, with- 
out having captured the men who 
were sought. The reception then 
proceeded.
